Thomas Johnson, 38, fireboss at the I 
Cambrian mine, Rosedale Ferry, I 
walked to his death early Tuesday 
morning, quite igrtorant of the fact 
that a powder blast was about to take 
place. As he neareid the coal face, he 
received considerable force of the ex¬ 
plosion in his face ,and chest, and was 
struck by flying debris as coal and 
rock moved before the ibtadt. 

On the previous evening he 
sitting at home with his wife and 
family listening to the radio, before 
he went on the midnight shift. The 
Church in the Wildwood (program was 
coming over the air, and when that 
familiar hymn, “0 Love that Will Not 
Let Me Go,” came on, Mr. Johnson, 
who possessed an excellent baritone 
voice, joined in singing the hymn. 
Mrs. Johnson has chosen this hymn,| 
a favorite of her husband’s, to be 
sung at the funeral on Sunday after¬ 
noon. 

Following the death of Mrs. ,C. J. 
Hawkes, who organized and led the 
Drumheller Male Voice Choir, Mr. 
Johnson had carried on with the lead¬

An inquest was held Tuesday even¬ 
ing at which Provincial Mines In¬ 
spector W. G. Heeley, of Calgary, 
after having heard some of the 
dence, stated that there was g 
negligence in connection with the 
death of Mr. Johnson. It was brought 
out that two shots had been fired, 
and that the third shot, which killed 
Mr. Johnson, was one of which he 
had never been warned. Dr. G. M. 
Gibson presided as coroner. 

Following is the verdict of the jury, 
composed of G. Watson, E. Jones, M. 
Hillary, A. Patrick, T. Blair and W. 
Hobson: 

That Thomas Johnson on February 
8, 1938, at 3 a.m., in his usual and 
regular performance of duty at the 
Cambrian Mine, Rosedale Ferry, op¬ 
erated by the Western Gem and 
Jewel Collieries, was accidentally 
killed ,by a shot placed approximately 
75 feet down the wall from the air¬ 
way. The presence of the shot was 
unknown to the fireboss, Thomas 
Johnson, who accidentally walked on 
to the shot. 

“We the jury strongly recommend 
that in future all shot firing along 
the face should be done by a com¬ 
petent person.” 

The funeral was held on Sunday 
afternoon with a service at St. Mag- 
loire’s church, conducted by the Rev. 
W. P. Griffiths. Military honors were 
accorded at the graveside.

One need not point to Alberta as 
the horrible example but it happens 
to be a province from which at the 
moment figures are available. 

In its financial year whidi endeo 
last March it drew a net revenue of 
$2,219,725 from the fuel oil tax. Its 
motor vehicle branch collected $1,- 
424,937 from license fees on motor 
cars and trucks. On top of this it 
took in another $121,739 for drivers’ 
licenses. 

The 94,000 automobiles in Alberta 
are .paying a good big tax for the 
privilege of travelling on Alberta 
roads. If it is a sound principle that 
every service should pay for itself, 
the Alberta motorist is not getting 
anything in the way of a fair deal. 

The money which is taken from 
him as a road tax does not go into 
roads at all. Against the $3,764,000 
taken from him, only a little more 
than $600,000 was spent in the same 
year on highways. —B-34.
